GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

GA BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE SEPT. 22. HEARING STATEMENTS BY 
SECRETARY KISSINGER, THE FOREIGN MINISTERS OF BRAZIL, 

NICARAGUA, ZAIRE, CANADA, PERU, MALI, ZAMBIA AND EL SALVADOR, 

THE MINISTER OF OVERSEAS TRADE OF NEW ZEALAND, AND THE 
REPRESEENTATIVE OF EQUATORIAL GUINEA. SECRETARY KISSINGER 
ANNOUNCED THAT THE US AND ROK WERE PROPOSING TO PARTIES OF 
THE KOREAN ARMISTICE AGREEMENT THE CONVENING OF A CONFERENCE 
TO DISCUSS WAYS TO PRESERVE THE AGREEMENT AND EXPLORE OTHER 
MEASURES TO REDUCE TENSIONS ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA. 

HE PROPOSED ESTABLISHMENT OF MULTINATIONAL REGIONAL UNCLEAR 
FUEL CYCLE CENTERS AS "A MAIOR STEP TO REINFORCE ALL 
OTHER (SAFEGUARD) MEASURES," AND PROPOSED THAT THE GA ESTABLISH 
A GROUP OF EXPERTS TO STUDY THE NATURE AND EXTENT OF TORTUE 
IN THE WORLD. BEFORE THE DEBATE BEGAN, THE GA DECIDED TO 
ALLOCATE THE ITEM ON "QUESTION OF CYPRUS” TO PLENARY MEETINGS, 
WITH CONSULTATIONS TO CONTINUE ON HOW BEST GIVE THE CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITIES THE OPPORTUNITY TO SPEAK. SPEAKERS LISTED 
FOR SEPT. 23 ARE: AUSTRALIA, ITALY, USSR, ARGENTINA, 

FINLAND, JAPAN, UK, SWEDEN, LIBERIA AND JAMAICA. 

BRAZIL - IN HIS PLENARY SPEECH OPENING THE 30TH GA REGULAR 
SESSION, FOREIGN MINISTER SILVEIRA REITERATED GOB’S 
INITIATIVES ON INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION, AND OUTLINED 
ITS VIEW OF UN REFORM. HE ADVOCATED A "PRAGMATIC" APPROACH 
TO THE ISSUE OF CHARTER REVISION, AND SUGGESTED THAT STRUCTURAL 
REFORM OF THE UN BE CONSIDERED INDEPENDENTLY OF CHARTER 
REVISION. HE ALSO INDICATED THAT NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD BEGIN 
FOR A GENERAL ACCORD BETWEEN DEVELOPING AND DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES ON GUIDELINES FOR INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION, 
AND PROPOSED THAT GOB S INITIATIVES SUBMITTED DURING THE SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION SERVE AS THE BASIS FOR FURTHER DISCUSSIONS 
IN THE REGULAR SESSION. (OURTEL 4422) 

UNITED STATES - SECRETARY KISSINGER STRESSED COOPERATION 
AND CONCILIATION, MENTIONED THE "DRAMATIC CONTRAST" BETWEEN 
US-SOVIET RELATIONS TODAY AND A DECADE AGO, SAID THE US 
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ASSIGNED GREAT SIGNIFICANCE TO ITS NEW ITES WITH PRC, 

AND CONSIDERED THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE SPECIAL SESSION A 
BEGINNING. HE STATED THAT THE WORLD COMMUNITY MUST FIND A 
WAY TO CONTAIN OR RESOLVE REGIONAL CONFLICTS BEFORE THEY SPREAD 
INTO GLOBAL CONFRONTATION. HE SPOKE AT LENGTH OF THE MIDDLE 
EAST AND SAID THAT THE RECENT SINAI AGREEMENT, "A MAJOR 
STEP FORWARD" TOWARD LASTING PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST, 

DESERVED THE SUPPORT OF ALL NATIONS. THE OBJECTIVE OF THE US 
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POLICY IN THE REGION WAS TO SUSTAIN THE MOMENTUM OF 
NEGOTIATIONS, AND THE US INTENDED TO CONSULT THOSE CONCERNED 
REGARDING THE REOPENING OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. THE 
ROLE OF THE UN WAS IMPORTANT NOT ONLY IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST BUT ALSO IN CYPRUS. HE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF EARLY 
SETTLEMENT IN RHODESIA AND SAID US BELIEVED PEOPLE 
OF NAMIBIA SHOULD HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY SOON TO EXPRESS THEIR 
VIEWS ON THEIR POLITICAL FUTURE. 

CONTINUING, SECRETARY KISSINGER AID THE US AND ROK WERE 
PROPOSING TO THE PARTIES OF THE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT THE 
CONVENING OF A CONFERENCE TO DISCUSS WAYS TO PRESERVE THE 
AGREEMENT AND EXPLORE OTHER MEASURES TO REDUCE TENSIONS ON 
THE KOREAN PENINSULA, INCLUDING THE POSSIBILITY OF A LARGER 
CONFERENCE TO NEGOTIATE A MORE FUNDAMENTAL ARRANGEMENT. 

NO PROPOSAL FOR SECURITY ARRANGEMENTS ON THE PENINSULA 
WHICH ATTEMPTED TO EXCLUDE ROK FROM THE DISCUSSIONS COULD 
BE ACCEPTED BY THE US. ON NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION, HE PROPOSED 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF MULTINATIONAL REGIONAL NUCLEAR FUEL 
CYCLE CENTERS. WHOSE EXISTENCE WOULD REDUCE THE INCENTIVE 
FOR SMALL AND INEFFICIENT PROCESSING FACILITIES, LIMIT 
THE POSSIBILITY OF A DIVETING PEACEFUL NUCLEAR MATERIALS 
TO NATIONAL MILITARY USE, AND CREATE A BETTER FRAMEWORK FOR 
APPLYING EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL SAFEGUARDS. HE ALSO PROPOSED 
THAT THE GA ESTABLISH A GROUP OF EXPERTS, TO BE APPOINTED 
BY THE SYG, TO STUDY THE NATURE AND EXTENT OF TORTUE IN 
THE WORLD TODAY AND TO REPORT BACK TO THE 3 1ST GA. 

NICARAGUAN MINISTER OF EXTERIOR RELATIONS DR. ALEJANDRO 
MONTTFT ARC.I IF.1 .1 ,Q'S 25-MINUTE PRESENTATION WAS A GENERAL 
TOUR D HORIZON OF UN ACTIVITIES. OF PARTICULAR INTEREST 
WERE TWO SEPARATE REFERENCES TO THE KOREAN PROBLEM. IN 
THE FIRST, THE MINISTER STATED THAT ALL NATIONS "WITHOUT 
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EXCEPTION" OUGHT TO HAVE THE RIGHT TO ENTER INTO THE UN UNDER 
THE PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY. SUBSEQUENTLY, WHEN REVIEWING 
THE UN'S POLITICAL ACTIVITY, HE SPECIFICALLY ADDRESSED 
THE KOREAN QUESTION WHERE, HE STATED, THE SOLUTION LIES IN 
THE PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
THE NORTH AND SOUTH AFTER NEGOTIATIONS BY THE "PARTIES 
DIRECTLY CONCERNED". ON INTER-AMERICAN AFFAIRS, 

THE MINISTER NOTED THAT THE WORK ON RESTRUCTURING THE REGIONAL 
ORGANIZATION CONTINUED AND THAT THE RECENT REFORM OF THE 
RIO TREATY ADVANCED PEACE AND SECURITY UNDER "EXISTING CONDITIONS". 
DR. M ONTTET A R GI IF, 1 .1,0 REFERRED TO THE QUESTION OF TERRORISM 
AND VIOLENCE, WHICH HE SAID SHOULD BE REPLACED "ONCE AND 
FOR ALL "BY A CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE AND A CLIMATE OF DEMOCRACY 
AND LIBERTY. FURTHER: "IT IS THE FOREMOST DUTY OF A DEMOCRATIC 
STATE TO CONDEMN FORCEFULLY ALL ACTS OF TERRORISM AND 
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VIOLENCE."

ZAMBIA - FOREIGN MINISTER BANDA SPOKE FIRST OF THE NON- 
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ALIGNED MOVEMENT, ' THE GREATEST DEFENDER" OF THE UN PRINCIPLES, 

AND THE LIMA CONFERENCE WHICH SET THE STAGE FOR THE SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION. THE LATTER HAD A "SATISFACTORY" RESULT IN 
TERMS OF CONSTRUCTIVE SPIRIT AND NEW, MORE REALISTIC 
PERCEPTIONS ON THE PART OF "OUR PRIVILEGED PARTNERS." 

HE RECOGNIZED BRIEFLY THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE LOSG CONFERENCE 
AND INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR. AFTER LISTING POSITIVE WORLD 
DEVELOPMENTS - END OF THE WAR IN INDOCHINA, THE COLLAPSE 
OF PORTUGUESE COLONIALISM, THE SERIOUS EFFORTS BEING MADE 
TO RESOLVE THE MIDDLE EAST AND CYPRUS PROBLEMS, AND 
THE HELSINKI CONFERENCE - HE TURNED TO WHAT REMAINS TO BE 
DONE. 

BANDA "REGRETTED" THE "VINDICTIVE" US VETO OF ADMISSION OF 
THE TWO VIETNAMS AND HOPED THE US WOULD RECONSIDER AND 
ADOPT THE SPIRIT OF RECONCILIATION SHOWN BY THE VIETNAMESE. 

THE UN MUST FACILITATE THE REUNIFICATION OF KOREA AND TO 
THIS END WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA IS 
ESSENTIAL. ANY ATTEMPT TO SECURE THE ADMISSION OF SOUTH 
KOREA TO THE UN IS INTENDED TO PERPETUATE THE DIVISION OF 
THE COUNTRY. IN THE MIDDLE EAST THE QUESTION OF PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS MUST BE RESOLVED AND ISRAEL MUST WITHDRAW FROM ALL 
OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORY: THE RECENT SINAI AGREEMENTS ARE 
A WELCOME STEP IN THIS DIRECTION. ON CYPRUS, THE IMPORTANCE OF 
INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS UNDER UN AUSPICES CANNOT BE OVER- 
EMPHASIZED. THE DISARMAMENT OUTLOOK IS BLEAK; A WORLD CONFERENCE 
ON THE QUESTION SHOULD BE CONVENED. A CONFERENCE OF LITTORAL 
AND HINTERLAND STATES OF THE INDIAN OCEAN WOULD CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE GOAL OF ENDING THE DANGEROUS BIG POWER RIVALRY 
IN THAT REGION AND TRANSFORMING IT INTO A ZONE OF PEACE. 

RECENT STEPS TOWARD CHARTER REVIEW AND RESTRUCTURING THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SECTORS OF THE SYSTEM ARE WELCOME; 

THE PREREQUISITE FOR A REVITALIZED UN IS OVERHAUL OF ITS 
UNDEMOCRATIC AND ANACHRONISTIC POWER STRUCTURE. BANDA 
DEVOTED THE FINAL THIRD OF HIS ADDRESS TO THE STRUGGLE FOR 
INDEPENDENCE AND MAJORITY RULE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, ASSERTING 
THAT "CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS" ARE FRUSTRATING ACHIEVEMENT OF 
THIS GOAL. SOUTHERN RHODESIA, HE SAID, WOULD BE THE TEST 
CASE DETERMINING WHETHER MAJORITY RULE CAN IN FACT BE 
ACHIEVED BY PEACEFUL MEANS. (REPEATED INFO LUSAKA) 
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NEW ZEALAND - IN A GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH WHICH WAS SUPPORTIVE 
OF U. S. OBJECTIVES IN CONNECTION WITH THE ISSUE OF KOREA, 

NEW ZEALAND MINISTER OF OVERSEAS TRADE AND ASSOCIATE MINISTER 

OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, J. A. WALDING, ALSO REFLECTED NEW 

ZEALAND'S PARTICULAR CONCERN WITH THE PROBLEMSOF DISARMAMENT 

AND NUCLEAR TESTING. ON KOREA, HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR 

THE ADMISSION TO UN MEMBERSHIP OF BOTH SOUTH AND NORTH 
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VICE FOREIGN MINISTER BONIFACIO NGUEMA TURNED 
FIRST TO SOUTHERN AFRICA, EXPRESSING 

"PROFOUND REGRET 'THAT SOME UN MEMBERS WHILE PROFESSING DE- 
VOTION TO FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY, SUPPORT PERPETUATION OF 
MINORITY RULE FOR NARROW ECONOMIC REASONS. HE URGED CHAPTER 
VII STEPS TO RESOLVE THE NAMIBIAN PROBLEM AND HOPED THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL WOULD EXPEL THE SOUTH AFRICANS FROM 
THE UN. NOR DID HE APPROVE OF "ANY DIALOGUE" WITH SOUTH 
AFRICA. NGUEMA EXPRESSED SOLIDARITY WITH THE ARABS ON THE 
MIDDLE EAST, ASSERTED THE ARMS RACE IS DEEPLY THREATENING WORLD 
PEACE AND, THROUGH WASTAGE OF RESOURCES, DEPRIVING MILLIONS 
OF IMPOVERISHED PEOPLES. HAILING THE VICTORY OF "JUSTICE" 

IN INDOCHINA, HE HOPED THE SC WILL NOW RESPOND TO THE WILL 
OF THE VAST MAJORITY OF UN MEMBERS AND ADMIT THE TWO VIETNAMS. 

THE UN, AFTER ALL, IS ESSENTIALLY A DEOMOCRATIC ORGANIZATION 
AND THE FOUNDERS DID NOT VIEW THE VETO AS A BARGAINING TOOL. 

AS TO KOREA, "PEACEFUL INDPENDENT UNIFICATION" IS THE GOAL; THE 
PRESENCE OF FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA STANDS IN THE 
WAY. THE MINISTER EXPRESSED SOLIDARITY WITH THE PEOPLE OF 
CYPRUS AND URGED WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN FORCES FROM 
THE ISLAND. HE THEN COVERED AT LENGTH THE CATALOGUE OF 
GROUP OF 77 ARGUMENTS FOR A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER, INCLUDING PARTICULARLY THE DUTY OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES 
TO ASSIST IN THE REDISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. NGUEMA CONCLUDED 
WITH A DESCRIPTION OF EQUATORIAL GUINEA'S NON-ALIGNMENT AND ITS 
"REVOLUTIONARY" STRUGGLE FOR DEVELOPMENT AND 

AGAINST ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION. DECRYING THE "NOT SURPRISING" SUPPRE 
SSION 

OF FACTS BY THE WESTERN "IMPERIALIST" PRESS, HE STRESSED ESPECIALLY 
THE THOROUGH RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS IN HIS COUNTRY.

PRESIDENT THORN (LUXEMBOURG) REPORTED THERE WAS NO UNANIMITY 
AMONG THE PARTIES CONCERNED AS TO HOW THE CYPRUS ITEM SHOULD 
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BE DEALT WITH AND HE PROPOSED FOLLOWING LAST YEAR'S PROCEDURE 
AND INVITING THE SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE TO MEET SO THAT 
THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES WOULD HAVE AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS. ROSSIDES(CYPRUS) 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROPOSED A FORMULATION FOR ACTION BY THE GA ON ALLOCATION OF THE 
ITEM AND SPECIFED THAT THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE TURKISH 
CYPRIOT COMMUNITY WOULD SPEAK AS SUCH. HE ASKED FOR A VOTE BUT 
DID NOT INSIST WHEN THE PRESIDENT SAID THAT UNDER THE RULES THE 
PROPOSAL COULD NOT BE PUT TO VOTE FOR 24 HOURS. THE TURKISH 
REPRESENTATIVE WANTED TO BE ASSURED 
THE COMMUNITIES COULD BE 

REPRESENTED. GA AGREED WITHOUT OBJECTION TO THE UK PROPOSAL UNDER 
WHICH THE ITEM WOULD BE ALLOCATED TO THE PLENARY MEETINGS 
WITH THE PRESIDENT TO CONTINUE HIS CONSULTATIONS, BEFORE THE 
ITEM WAS ACTUALLY TAKEN UP, ON HOW THE COMMUNITIES WOULD 
PARTICIPATE. 

SECURITY COUNCIL- PAPUA NEW GUINEA 

SC VOTED UNANIMOUSLY SEPT. 22 TO RECOMMEND TO THE GA THE 
ADMISSION OF PAPUA NEW GUINEA TO THE UN. EARLIER IN THE AFTERNOON TH 
E 

COUNCIL MET BRIEFLY AND REFERRED THE APPLICATION TO THE COMMITTEE 
ON ADMISSION OF NEW MEMBERS. WHICH CONVENED IMMEDIATELY AND 
APPROVED THE APPLICATION. FOLLOWING THE SC VOTE, STATEMENTS 
WERE MADE BY ALL COUNCIL MEMBERS, WELCOMING THE INDEPENDENCE 
OF PAPUA NEW GUINEA AND SUPPORTING ITS ADMISSION TO THE UN. 

MOST (INCLUDING THE US) PAID TRIBUTE TO AUSTRALIA FOR THE 
WAY IT HAD DISCHARGED ITS RESPONSIBILITIES. SOVIET REP 
OVINNIKOV COMMENTED THAT THE SC LAST MONTH HAD NOT HAD THE SATIS- 
FACTION OF SOLVING THE PROBLEM OF ADMISSION OF THE TWO VIETNAMESE 
STATES, ALTHOUGH THE VOTING IN THE COUNCIL, CONFIRMED BY THAT IN 
THE GA, HAD SHOWN THERE WAS OVERWHELMING SUPPORT FOR THEIR 
ADMISSION. AUSTRALIAN FOREIGN MINISTER WILESEE REPLIED TO 
THE EXPRESSIONS OF APPRECIATION AND BRIEFLY COMMENTED ON 
RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN PAPUA NEW GUINEA AND ITS CLOSE RELATIONS 
WITH AUSTRALIA. THE SC DECIDED TO WAIVE THE PROVISION IN 
RULE 60 OF THE RULES OF PROCEDURE RELATING TO THE TIME LIMIT 
FOR MAKING A RECOMMENDATION TO THE GA ON THE ADMISSION OF 
A NEW MEMBER. IN A CLOSED MEETING SEPT. 22, THE SC CONSIDERED 
AND APPROVED ITS REPORT TO THE GA. (REPEATED INFO CANBERRA) 

KOREA - 

ROK FOREIGN MINISTER KIM SUBMITTED LETTER TO SYG SEPT. 22 
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REQUESTING THAT ROK'S MEMBERSHIP APPLICATION BE GIVEN 
FURTHER CONSIDERATION BY THE SC AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE. 

AMB MOYNIHAN SENT SC PRESIDENT LETTER, WHICH WILL BE CIR- 
CULATED SOON, CONCERNING RESTRICTED USE OF THE UN FLAG IN SOUTH 
KOREA AND REITERATING THAT THE USG AND ROK ARE PREPARED TO DISCUSS 
WITH OTHER PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED, AND WITH SC MEMBERS 
SHOULD THEY SO DESIRE, THE TERMINATION OF THE UN COMMAND 
SUBJECT TO CONTINUATION OF THE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT.

COMMITTEE, CHAIRED BY MRS. JOKA-BANGURA (SIERRA LEONE), 

DECIDED SEPT. 22 TO TAKE UP RHODESIA AS ITS FIRST ITEM AND 
TO CLOSE LIST OF SPEAKERS SEPT. 26, BUT POSTPONED DECISION 
ON ORDER OF REMAINING ITEMS. ELECTED BY ACCLAMATION WERE 
VARGAS-SABORIO (COSTA RICA) AND ARAIM (IRAQ) AS VICE CHAIRMEN 
AND QUARTIN-SANTOS (PORTUGAL) AS RAPPORTEUR. SPANISH AMB 
DE PINIES ASKED THE COMMITTEE TO GIVE SPEEDY CONSIDERATION 
TO THE QUESTION OF SPANISH SAHARA. HE HOPED THAT THE COMMITTEE 
OF 24 VISITING MISSION'S REPORT ON SPANISH SAHARA WOULD BE 
AVAILABLE SOON. TIME HAD COME, HE SAID, TO END THE 
SPANISH PRESENCE THERE. MRS. JOKA BANGURA STATED TH SUBJECT 
WOULD BE GIVEN PROMPT ATTENTION AS SOON AS DOCUMENTATION 
WAS AVAILABLE. SHE NOTED THERE WERE REQUESTS FOR HEARINGS 
BY REPRESENTATIVES FROM BRUNEI AND NAMIBIA. (REPEATED INFO 
MADRID, ALGIERS, RABAT, NOUAKCHOTT) 

MRS. JOKA-BANGURA, IN OPENING STATEMENT, PAID TRIBUTE TO 
FREEDOM FIGHTERS, SPOKE OF ALARMING SITUATION IN ANGOLA, 

HOPED FOR SUCCESSFUL CONVENING OF CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE 
IN ZIMBABWE, AND SAID NAMIBIA SITUATION MUST BE EXAMINED 
WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF SAG'S VIOLATION OF ITS CHARTER OBLIGATIONS. 
THERE WAS NO JUSTIFICATION FOR DELAYING FULL AND SPEEDY 
APPLICATION OF THE DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION TO SMALL 
TERRITORIES OF THE CARIBBEAN, PACIFIC AND INDIAN OCEANS. 
REFERRING TO ITEMS PLACED REGULARLY ON THE AGENDAS OF 
COMMITTEES 4 AND 24 BUT WHICH APPEARED NOT TO HAVE RECEIVED 
DUE ATTENTION, SHE SUGGESTED THE POSSIBILITY OF ASSOCIATING 
THE UN IN SOME WAY - PERHAPS IN THE FORM OF A UN PRESENCE. 

INDIAN OCEAN COMMITTEE - 

REPLIES OF THE NETHERLANDS AND THE UK TO THE CHAIRMAN'S 
LETTER ON CONVENING A CONFERENCE ON THE INDIAN OCEAN 
WERE CONSIDERED BY THE COMMITTEE SEPT. 22. THE NETHERLANDS 
DID NOT EXCLUDE PARTICIPATION IN CONSULTATIONS AT A LATER
